Wilmot Selectmen’s Report 
for 2019 


hen we look at Wilmot’s Master Plan, which is revised every decade, one sentiment from our 

residents is apparent; “NO CHANGE.” Unfortunately, change is constant, especially because the 
town’s population has doubled in the last 40 years. This growth is why planning is so important. We can sit 
back and hope that change isn’t too costly, or we can anticipate the inevitable and plan accordingly. 


We decided to be proactive and develop a plan that improves Wilmot’s assets. Our goal is to reduce the 
property tax burden over a six-year period. We are in the third year of Wilmot’s six-year Capital 
Improvement Plan (CIP), and I can report that Wilmot is on track to improve its assets and infrastructure 
without increasing the tax rate! 


Our highway department has purchased equipment so they can focus on their mission instead of wasting 
time on costly repairs. We are also increasing efforts to maintain our 25 miles of paved roads and to reduce 
the number of costly reclamation projects. We value the efforts of Bill Doody and the CIP committee, who 
developed the CIP plan, but the plan would not succeed without the efforts of Tim Martin and the Wilmot 
Highway Department. Their tireless work keeps residents safe and maintains the spirit of Wilmot: using our 
resources to the best of their potential. Next time you see a Kearsarge school bus driver, ask them who has 
the best maintained roads. 


We are now moving into the next phase of the CIP plan: the renovation of our town hall. The facilities 
committee, headed by planning board chair Jeff Gill, has evaluated all feasible options for this project and 
which grants might be available to assist us. We shared these options with the public at multiple community 
forums. At town meeting we will present residents with three renovation options. These options range in 
cost and extent of improvements. Wilmot residents will vote on which option they believe best fits the needs 
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of our town. We are very excited to share these proposals, and no matter which option is ultimately chosen, 
we will be able to continue to use the town hall for generations to come. 


Next time you are in the town offices, be sure to introduce yourself to our new town administrator, 
Meghan Foley, and our new property and land-use clerk, Bill Chaisson. They have provided much needed 
stability in our office, and they will help usher in modern policies to support a town that wishes to maintain 
its rural character. 


We have a new select board member, Chris Wells, who has been instrumental in helping us maintain a 
responsible operating budget while Tom Schamberg focuses on community outreach and helps us get a 
sense of the residents’ perceptions and priorities. Thank you both, it has been an absolute pleasure working 
with you on the board. 


When I moved to Wilmot 16 years ago, I was simply looking for a home to start a family. We didn’t 
have roots in the town and weren’t sure that this would be where we stayed for the long haul. Our friends 
and neighbors soon made me realize how engaged and welcoming the Wilmot community is with. What 
started as a possible “stop over” for my family has turned into a sense of belonging with which I never want 
to part. Thank you, Wilmot, for your strength in community, your honesty, and your enduring commitment 
to change just enough to maintain the wonderful character of our town.

Ken Kessler asked what 
has to be done to the parking lot. Chief Cushing spoke to these questions; 
the parking lot has developed a large sink hole which is coming from the 
drain that is in the middle of the floor of the fire house. There are costly 
repairs that will need to be completed. The Chief took office in December 
and is trying to correct the mistakes that might have occurred between the 
Selectmen and the Department in previous years. Between Chief Cushing 
and Deputy Chief Philip Nicholson they described the fund raising that 
department must do each year to supplement their budget. They explained 
that asking the volunteers after they have worked hard on the regular job and 
then to be called out for fires they don’t have enough people to continue 
excessive fund raising.

Opinions. In our opinion, the basic financial statements referred to above present fairly, in 
all material respects, the financial position of the governmental activities, each major fund and 
the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Wilmot, New Hampshire, as of 
December 31, 2018, and the respective changes in financial position thereof for the year then 
ended in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of 
America. 


Report on Required Supplementary Information. Management has not presented a 
Management’s Discussion and Analysis of the financial statements. Although it is not required 
to be part of the basic financial statements, accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America requires it along with the budgetary and pension information presented 
in the section marked Required Supplementary Information to be presented to supplement the 
basic financial statements. Such information, although not a part of the basic financial 
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statements, is required by Governmental Accounting Standards Board who considers it to be an 
essential part of financial reporting for placing the basic financial statements in an appropriate 
operational, economic, or historical context. We have applied certain limited procedures to the 
required supplementary information in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in 
the United States of America, which consisted of inquiries of management about the methods of 
preparing the information and comparing the information for consistency with management’s 
responses to our inquiries, the basic financial statements, and other knowledge we obtained 
during our audit of the basic financial statements. We do not express an opinion or provide any 
assurance on the information because the limited procedures do not provide us with sufficient 
evidence to express an opinion or provide any assurance. 


Report on Combining and Individual Fund Statements and Schedules. Our audit was 
performed for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively 
comprise the Town of Wilmot, New Hampshire’s basic financial statements. The accompanying 
schedules listed in the table of contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are 
not a required part of the basic financial statements. Such information is the responsibility of 
management and was derived from and relates directly to the underlying accounting and other 
records used to prepare the basic financial statements. The information has been subjected to the 
auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and certain additional 
procedures, including comparing and reconciling such information directly to the underlying 
accounting and other records used to prepare the basic financial statements or to the financial 
statements themselves, and other additional procedures in accordance with auditing standards 
generally accepted in the United States of America. In our opinion, the information is fairly 
presented in all material respects in relation to the basic financial statements as a whole.

emetery trustees are responsible for the care and maintenance of the town’s cemeteries along 

with the sale of lots, the digging of graves, and the recording of burials. The Town of 
Wilmot maintains 10 cemeteries. Of the 10, Bunker Hill and Pine Hill offer casket and cremation 
burials, while in the remaining eight only cremation burials are possible. During this past year 
four lots were sold and there were eight burials. In addition to the selling of lots, seven lots were 
repurchased from a family that determined that they were in excess to their needs. 


The trustees place flags each year on the graves of war veterans for Memorial Day, for wars 
from the Revolutionary War to the Gulf Wars. This year 276 flags were placed. 


The water tank at Pine Hill Cemetery had ey eS and was replaced with a plastic 
tank. A similar tank was 
installed at Bunker Hill 
Cemetery. The water in 
these tanks is supplied by 
the fire department and is 
non potable. It is provided 
for the cleaning of 
gravestones and the 
watering of flowers. 


The mowing contract for 
the cemeteries expired at the 
end of 2019. A proposal for 
bids for the next three-year 
contract was advertisements 
in the Intertown Record and 
the Kearsarge Shopper. 
Perkins Landscaping, our , = 
current provider, was awarded the contract. We have been pleased atin penne work and are 
happy to have them back for 
the next three years. 


The tree work at Pine Hill postponed from last year because of inclement weather was 
completed by Conway Tree Service using an innovative high-lift device that can get into tight 
spaces. The large pines at the back of the cemetery with heavy over-hanging limbs were trimmed 
back, and in one case the entire tree was cut down. There was also major trimming of large over- 
hanging branches along the Route 11 fence line, which augmented the clearing of a three-foot 
swath on the outside of the fence that the trustees, along with Tom Jenssen, undertook in the 


spring. 
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This year’s scheduled tree work was completed, again by the Conway Tree Service, at 
Church Place and Carr Hill. It required a 100-foot crane to lift entire trees out of the cemeteries 
as there was no room to fell them. The trustees, for their part, trimmed branches at Church Place 
and Bunker Hill and cleared trees back from the north wall of North Road Cemetery on the 
town-owned old schoolhouse property. 


It is with heartfelt gratitude that we acknowledge the donation of time and materials from the 
following companies and organizations; Scott’s Lawn Care for three yards of pea stone, 
Alexander Concrete for forming and pouring a foundation for a large gravestone that had fallen 
over and broken, Rayno Construction for clearing and re-loaming an area of stumps and roots, 
the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department for filling the water tanks, and last but not least Road 
Agent Tim Martin and the Wilmot Highway Department crew who helped us on many occasions 
by the delivery of stone and loam and the removal of debris. Of special note is the highway 
departments repair of the Eagle Pond Cemetery wall that runs along Route 4. Well done all. 


We enjoyed the company of a goodly number of volunteers who, as part of work parties, 
helped us clean and repair gravestones. The activity is a fun and rewarding experience whereby 
you get up close and personal with the memorials of the people who lived in and built our town. 
We encourage all those with a little time to spare to join our work parties. We will post the dates 
for them prominently around town as they occur.

arion Allen stepped down as chair of the Wilmot Conservation Commission in 2019 after 

13 years of service. Her many years of dedicated work on conservation projects in 

Wilmot are deeply appreciated. Elizabeth Harper stepped up to become the new chair, 
Bill Clark is now a regular member, and we are pleased to welcome Sandra Rock, who has 
joined the WCC as an alternate. Current members also include Ken Kessler, Doug MacDonald 
as vice chair, and Tom Schamberg as secretary. 


The WCC has had a productive year. We co-hosted education and outreach events with the 
Wilmot Community Association and the Wilmot Public Library. Our members represented 
Wilmot at meetings with local land trusts and with members of conservation commissions in 
surrounding towns. Members also attended several training events throughout the year to stay up 
to date with changes in legislation, conservation science, and opportunities to collaborate with 
state agencies. We reviewed applications and notices from the NH Department of 
Environmental services related to forestry operations and potential impacts to wetlands, and 
followed up on concerns raised by residents who observed possible wetland policy violations. 
We also built and maintained trails, facilitated stream surveys, and planted trees. 


Education and Outreach 


The WCC co-sponsored the Edwin Way Teale Program with the WCA in March at the WCA 
Red Barn. The program was very successful and attracted a large crowd from Wilmot and 
neighboring towns. 


As part of the Window on Wilmot series, the WCC created a display at the Wilmot Post 
Office. The display provided information on local trails throughout Wilmot and included 
photography by Jonathan Schwartz. 


Our newest member, and Master Gardener, Sandra Rock, delivered an engaging talk about 
invasive species at the Wilmot Public Library in November. 


Trainings 
Several members of the WCC attended Saving Special Places, New Hampshire’s Annual 


Land Conservation Conference in April. 


Doug MacDonald served on the Ausbon Sargent Outreach Committee, and Elizabeth Harper 
attended quarterly Ausbon Sargent roundtable discussions with conservation commission 
members from surrounding towns. 


Bill Clark attended the UNH Invasive Academy in September and brought back a wealth of 
information to share with the group. New posters identifying invasive species are currently 
displayed in the town offices and at the Wilmot Library. 


Several WCC members attended the New Hampshire Association of Conservation 
Commission’s Annual Meeting and Conference in November to learn about policy changes, 
conservation science, and current issues with trash and recycling in New Hampshire. 
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Projects 


The tree planting committee, headed by Doug MacDonald, completed the planting of three 
maple trees at Bunker Hill Cemetery this fall. 


The WCC developed a collaboration with the DES over the summer which resulted in data 
collection on 32 stream crossings in Wilmot. The data collected included Aquatic Organism 
Passage and Geomorphic Compatibility scores, which indicate the degree to which culverts 
allow wildlife such as trout to move upstream, and whether or not the culverts have the capacity 
to handle large storm events. The data are now available and can be viewed on the ARM mapper 
or the SADES viewer application on the DES website. 


Ken Kessler and Doug MacDonald have maintained trails in Wilmot, including the Langenau 
Brook Trail and the Butterfield Pond Trail. Bill Clark and Doug MacDonald developed a new 
trail, including clear signage, at the Clayton Nowell Conservation Easement in North Wilmot. 


Policy 


Throughout the year, the WCC has received and reviewed Expedited Wetland Review 
permits, Shoreland Water Quality Protection Act applications, Intent to Cut applications, and 
forestry notifications from DES. We have also responded to numerous reports from residents 
about potential violations of wetland policies. On one occasion, we filed a complaint with the 
Land Resources Management Program. In other instances, we were able to determine that 
violations had not taken place. 


We also attended multiple training sessions to stay up to date with changes in NH wetland 
policies which went into effect in December. 


Future Projects 


In 2020 the WCC plans to plant 
more trees at the playground, co-host 
educational presentations with the 
Wilmot Public Library and the 
Wilmot Community Association, 
develop maps of our local trails, and 
maintain trails, among other projects. 
We will also continue to work with 
local land trusts like Ausbon Sargent 
to increase the number of 
conservation easements in Wilmot. 


The Clayton Nowell Easement 
now includes a clearly marked one- 
mile loop trail that is open to the 
public. It is a relatively easy walk on 
flat ground through a beautiful and varied landscape. The trailhead is located on Grafton Road 
between Masik and Lajoie roads in North Wilmot.

Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


his past year we were fortunate enough to have favorable weather conditions in the spring 

and summer, which limited the amount of wildfire activity throughout the state. Your local 
fire departments and the Division of Forests & Lands worked throughout the year to protect 
homes and the forests. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers continues to operate on 
high fire danger days. The towers’ fire detection efforts are supplemented by the NH Civil Air 
Patrol when the fire danger is especially high. 


Many homes in New Hampshire are in the wildland urban 
interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland 
fuels intermix. Every year New Hampshire sees fires that 
threaten or destroy structures, a constant reminder that wildfires 
burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to 
prevent a wildfire from spreading to their home. Precautions 
include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine 
needles and maintaining adequate green space around your home 
free of flammable materials. Additional information and 
homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. 
Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire department, and the 
state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe! 


The Forest Protection Bureau and local fire departments were very busy this year celebrating 
Smokey Bear’s 75" year preventing wildfires. Many events were held at local libraries, in fact, 
this program was so successful we will be offering it again in 2020. We were fortunate enough 
to partner with the Northeast Forest Fire Protection Compact and bring the Smokey Hot Air 
Balloon to Franconia Notch in August. The weather was fantastic, and hundreds of people got 
the chance to ride in the balloon! Smokey’s message has always been about personal 
responsibility — remember his ABC’s: Always Be Careful with fire. If you start a fire, put it out 
when you are done. 

“Remember, Only You Can Prevent Wildfires!” 


As we prepare for the 2020 fire season, please remember to contact your local Forest Fire 
Warden or Fire Department to determine if a fire permit is required before doing ANY outside 
burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless 
the ground is completely covered with snow. Fire permits are also available online in most towns 
and may be obtained by visiting www.NHfirepermit.com. The burning of household waste is 
prohibited by the Air Resources Division of the Department of Environmental Services (DES). 
You are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 603-271-3503 or 
www.des.nh.gov for more information. Safe open burning requires your diligence and 
responsibility. Thank you for helping us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more 
information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at 
www.nh.gov/nhdfl/.

his year was a tough one in many ways. 


Starting in November 2018 through late spring of this year, then again starting in November, the 
weather was unremitting with rain, sleet, snow, and ice putting great demands on the equipment and the 
crew, not to mention the salt and sand budgets. 


Throughout the winter months, our crew gave assistance to the Danbury Highway department when, 
after suffering damage to their highway building and losing a truck in a fire, we assisted them to keep 
their roads navigable until they were able to repair their vehicles and resume normal operation. 


Highlights of 2019 


Fixed Eagle Pond Cemetery wall 

Paving: Reclaimed 0.6 miles on North Wilmot Road and topped another 1.8 miles 

Built a new metal crib at the transfer station 

Assisted with creation of a temporary gravel parking lot at 14 North Wilmot Road 

Received a good return on the 2002 International truck and surplus equipment sent to the state 
auction in the fall 

e Anticipating the arrival of our new 2019 International in the spring 2020. 


On a sad note, we lost two former employees of the highway department. In March, Glenn Rayno, 
who had worked for two years part-time with the road crew, passed away after a short illness, and in 
December, former road agent, Lee Ford died after a long illness. 


Transfer Station 


To clean up the area around the scrap metal pile and make it easier to crush, load, and transport, we 
built a block bin with a concrete base. This improves the look of that area and makes it easier to deal with 
the metal. Metal is currently the only recycled commodity that is providing the town with revenue—just 
enough to break even. 


Recycling & Waste Disposal - The recycling market has tanked, as is evident by the most recent 
reports from the NRRA. Instead of making money on recycled commodities, we have been paying more 
and more to get rid of them. Our end-of-year report from the Northeast Resource Recovery Association 
(NRRA) showed a total cost of $77,050 to dispose of 652.8 tons of “recycling” and trash. 


Because the bottom has fallen out of the recycling market, and the town is no longer receiving 
revenue for anything but steel, recycling no longer produces revenue, but, in fact, has become quite 
costly. The BOS commissioned a Waste Reduction committee to find alternatives to the way the town has 
been recycling. We went to seminars and visited recycling sites to get some ideas on how to go forward. 


Thanks to the board of selectman, the administrator and her staff, the fire and the police departments, 
and the townspeople for their continued support. We look forward to serving the town in 2020.

here were no major changes or expenditures in the Police Department budget in 2019. 
During the office renovation of 2018, it was apparent that the way evidence is secured 
within the Police Department was not as secure as it should be. So, in 2019 a much more secure 
system was implemented. In addition, the department TASERs had gone beyond their effective 

lifespan, and needed to be replaced for safety and liability concerns. 


Staffing at the Wilmot Police Department remains the same: Administrative Assistant Tracy 
Feinauer, Officer Eben Lamson and Officer Russell Lamson, all of whom continue to be 
extremely valuable assets to the department and the Town of Wilmot. 


Calls for services were down slightly from 2018, and a sampling of the types of calls handle 
by the PD are listed below. WPD had 32 “Assist other Agency” calls for service last year, and 
there were many times other agencies assisted us as well. A good working relationship with area 
departments is paramount in the small towns, and I am eternally grateful for all the assistance we 
receive from the New London Police Department, Andover Police Department, New Hampshire 
State Police, and various other state and local agencies 


I would like to encourage all Wilmot residents to call the police department or dispatch if 
they see or hear anything suspicious, have any sort of complaint, or if you need assistance in any 
way. I would also encourage anyone to call or stop in for no reason other than to visit. The 
police department is located in the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department on Route 11 between Old 
Winslow and Village roads. The number for the Wilmot Police Department is (603) 526-2289, 
Dispatch is (603) 526-2646, and the email address is wilmotpd@comcast.net.

he Wilmot Public Library experienced some major changes in 2019. After providing many 

memorable programs and activities at the library, our library director of two years, Michelle 

Lutz, left to explore other career opportunities. We thank Michelle for her devotion to the 
Wilmot Public Library and the initiatives she took while she was here. 


Our search for a new director ended successfully 
with the hiring of Glynis Hart in October. During her 
initial two months she has picked up the pace, continued 
ongoing projects, learned library protocol, and put her 
own spin on the library. We welcome Glynis and look 
forward to new initiatives. 


Two new library trustees were elected in March: 
Barbara Wiggin was elected for a three-year term, and 
Judy Hauck was chosen for a two-year stint. The board 
of trustees recommended that Heidi Nelson, Mary Ellen 
Price, and Margaret Doody serve one-year terms as 


New library director Glynis Hart, second from the alternate trustees, and they were appointed by the select 
left, with volunteers and staff. board. 


It was decided that a representative from the Friends of the Wilmot Public Library would be 
invited to attend trustee board meetings to increase communication between the two organizations. 
The Friends now have a permanent display of their information 
and projects in the library. 


The library continues to acquire quality books, DVDs, and 
audios to keep the collection vibrant and current. Museum 
passes were a popular item for library patrons: Montshire 
Museum, (Vermont Institute of Natural Science (V.I.N.S.), 
Currier Museum, and Squam Lake Natural Science Center were 
available. 


Some evening programs offered in 2019 included a full 
roster during Poetry Month. Local poet Ewa Chrusciel read her 
poetry, a workshop was held on blackout poetry — poetry made 
with text from discarded books — with Nancy Bates, and we 
sponsored a tribute to Donald Hall by Wesley McNair, former 
poet laureate of Maine and Hall’s mentee. The last program 
was held in our historic town hall to accommodate a large Fost. YVesiey,CicNalt 
crowd. Other programs included Ellen Brownson presenting 
“Aging in Place”; Terry Tucker, “30 Years of Arctic Sea Adventures”; a Valentine’s Day special 
program: “Love Stories with Chocolate” presented by Simon Brooks; Tom Farmen, “Bessie’s Story: 
Watching the Lights Go Out”; Sandy Rock, “Invasive Species in New Hampshire” in conjunction 
with the Wilmot Garden Club; Galileo —- Summer Reading Program “Universe of Stories” theme; and 
the always popular Pumpkin Carving in October and Centerpiece Workshop in December. 
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The on-going Moving Wall Museum exhibits have displayed Sue Finney’s watercolor prints; 
works by children of A.R.T.S.; Margaret Doody’s tea towels from around the world; Brian Andreas’ 
quirky collection of original prints; Kathy VanWeelden’s 
handmade sweater pillows; coloring designs by Nola 
Aldrich; and Jonathan Schwartz’s nature photos. Kearsarge 
Magazine did a lovely feature on this unique project. 


Special events this year included Wilmotpalooza, for 
which the library partnered with FOWPL and the WCA; we 
provided books for the children and root beer floats for all.

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Wilmot Supervisors of the Checklist 
Report for 2019 


he supervisors of the checklist are paid, elected officials with six-year terms, who register 

voters, safeguard and maintain the integrity of Wilmot’s voter registration checklist, and 
accurately report voter information data to the Secretary of State as required by law. As of 
December 28, 2019, there were 1,062 registered voters in Wilmot. 


Frequent changes to the voting laws and subsequent court challenges have led to repeated 
changes in rules and forms, requiring ongoing communication with the Secretary of State’s 
office to ensure that current laws and procedures are being followed. 


Importantly, New Hampshire continues to allow election day voter registration, and 2020 
will see four elections: the presidential primary in February, the town election in March, the state 
primary in September, and the general election in November. Supervisors will be in attendance at 
the town hall polling location all day for these elections. 


Supervisors also hold several public sessions throughout the year at dates and times 
determined by state law for residents to register and/or update their voter information. Notices 
for these sessions are posted on the town website and in the Interfown Record. The Supervisors 
are also required to be present for the Kearsarge school board budget deliberative session in early 
January, to ensure that only registered voters are given the opportunity to vote on amendments to 
the budget should any be brought forward. 


Prior to public sessions, a paper copy of the current voter checklist is posted at the Wilmot 
Town Offices so that voters can check that their addresses and party affiliations are correct. 
Voters may also visit sos.nh.gov/VoteInforLook.aspx_to review their current voter information 
on record. 


While the town clerk can receive voter registration applications, the supervisors are the only 
ones authorized to approve and process registrations. Accordingly, we strongly suggest residents 
register directly with supervisors during public sessions, including election days, particularly in 
light of the ongoing changes to election laws and procedures. 


The supervisors’ responsibility of registering voters and safeguarding and maintaining 
accurate voter records is only one part of holding successful elections. We are honored to be part 
of the larger election team, and thank all officials, volunteers and voters for their cooperation and 
support. Special thanks to Lyz Jablonski for her invaluable service during her time as a 
supervisor and to Ginny Lasonde for agreeing to serve with us.

(i: of the highlights of 2019 was the acquisition of several artifacts relating to Wilmot 
history from the estate of local poet Donald Hall. The purchased items, which were 

underwritten by friends of the WHS, were added to a dedicated Donald Hall and Jane 
Kenyon display in our history room at the Wilmot Town Office. 


In keeping with our mission statement, we continue to update our website, 
wilmothistoricalsociety.org with stories, videos, and historical documents. Two more videos of 
interviews with Wilmot residents were added to our "Memories of Wilmot" web page this fall: a 
2011 interview with Esther LaJoie Grace; and a recent interview with Barbara Sanborn and May 
Jones. Sadly, Esther, a lifelong resident and charter member of the Wilmot Historical Society, 
died on December 28, 2019, shortly after the video was completed. 


The three programs we sponsored in 2019 were: “New Hampshire Roads Taken Or Not” in 
February; “World 
War II in New 
Hampshire” in May 
(including remarks 
by member, Wilmot 
native, and WWII 
veteran Florence 
Clarke Gove); and 
the traditional 
“Cracker Barrel” in 
November led by 
Fred Ogmundson.

he Wilmot Learning Place (WLP) is a fully licensed early childhood education center located in heart 

of Wilmot in the Wilmot Community Association building. The WLP is a 501(c)3 tax-exempt non- 

profit offering programs for 3-, 4-, and 5-year-old children from the town of Wilmot and the 
surrounding Kearsarge region since 1982. 


The school’s dedicated teaching team is led by Director and Head Pre- ot Leaning d 
Kindergarten Teacher Clare Morgan and rounded out by Head Preschool eS 

Teacher Liz Cornelio and Assistant Teachers Valerie Clausen and Allison 
Tibbetts. As a result of these teachers’ hard work, our school graduates students 
who are highly prepared for kindergarten, both academically and socially. The 
local elementary schools recognize the WLP difference! 


Love, Leatning and Laughter 


The WLP offers two, three- and five-day options for the preschool age 
children, and three- and five-day options for pre-K. There are also early 
morning and after-school programs available. These 
programs are critical for working families, as well as 
popular with the students. Children can be heard 
asking to stay for “Lunch Bunch” so they can enjoy 
a slightly less structured afternoon of outside play 
and creative projects. Lunch Bunch is a wonderful 
opportunity for children to experience being at 
school for a full day. 


This year the pre-K class began with a unit on 
Japan. Throughout the year they will learn about the 
five senses, famous artists, counting in different 
languages, and how to be independent, respectful 
and kind. The preschool class is focusing on ocean 
life, music, colors, shapes, numbers, as well as the 
importance of being a good friend. 


While we strive to be a valuable member of the 
Wilmot community, we know that the tight-knit 
community of Wilmot is an invaluable asset to the 
WLP. The teachers make great use of our central 
Wilmot location in the lower level of the Wilmot 
Community Association building. The children get 
to experience walking field trips to the post office 
and local farms for frog hunting and leaf raking. Other community experiences include visits from the 
Wilmot Police Department, Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department, and the Wilmot Garden Club, and regular 
trips to the Wilmot Public Library. In addition to a strong academic foundation, the importance of a 
community is instilled at a young age. 


Tuition sensitivity is very real, so in order to keep rates affordable the WLP relies heavily on 
fundraising and grant monies to support our educational experience. In fact, we fundraise close to $12,000 
annually. Murray Farm’s flowers have become very important to our school, helping us raise nearly half 
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of our yearly goal between our much-anticipated mums and poinsettia sales. New London Inn’s 
Thursday’s Child dinner, shared with the WCA, was once again a great success, and our bake sale at the 
New London Easter Egg Hunt has proved wildly popular the past few years. Bubba’s Restaurant has once 
again offered to donate a portion of all dining proceeds from a night out in May to help us celebrate 
spring and the end of our school year, and donations from local businesses have historically facilitated 
very successful year-end raffles. 


The WLP is run by a small, volunteer board of directors. We welcome and encourage parents, 
grandparents, and community members to join us in our mission. We love this school and community and 
are so grateful to the Town for its support over the years.

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North Wilmot Union Meeting House Society 
2019 Annual Report 


lk 1984 a group of residents established the North Wilmot Union Meeting House Society (NWUMHS) 
to maintain the historic meeting house, also known as the North Wilmot Church, located at the 
intersection of North Wilmot, Tewksbury, Piper Pond and Breezy Hill roads. 


The North Wilmot Union Meeting 
House was built in 1829 to accommodate 
five denominations: Congregational, 
Christian Baptist, Freewill Baptist, 
Universalist, and Methodist. After 20 years, 
the congregations moved the building about 
one-half mile down the hill to its current site. 
Josiah Stearns, who built the meeting house, 
managed the move. Accounts of the event 
vary, but the successful transit relied on 
many rum barrels and multiple teams of 
oxen. 


The meeting house is the only building 
in Wilmot on the National Register of 
Historic Places. It also is the oldest church 
structure in Wilmot. Today, the exterior of 
the building is virtually unchanged. 
Alterations to the interior reflect the 
changing needs of the congregations. 


Acknowledging the meeting house’s 
importance to the town and its history, the 
Town of Wilmot features the building on its 
seal. 


In July and August, the NWUMHS 
board schedules five Sunday services and a 
hymn sing. In 2020, these ecumenical 
services, led by pastors from various 
denominations, will be at 10:45 a.m. on 

North Wilmot Church (Courtesy Marc Beerman) Sundays from July 12 to Aug. 9. The hymn 
sing will be at 4 p.m. Aug. 16. When camp is 
in session, campers and staff from Camp Wilmot conduct summer services at the meeting house. 


Rounding out the schedule for 2020, popular New Hampshire Humanities speaker Rebecca Rule will 
present “Moved and Seconded” at 4 p.m. Sunday, Sept. 13. Drawing on research from her book, Moved 
and Seconded: Town Meeting in New Hampshire, the Present, the Past, and the Future, Rule will regale 
the audience with stories of the rituals, traditions, and history of town meeting, a New England institution. 


The structure is available for use by the public for weddings, memorial services, family reunions, and 
other celebrations. It is not heated; comfortable use is restricted to the warmer months. 
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As with any old structure, maintenance is a constant 
challenge. In the past 15 years, the board has spent nearly 
$50,000 on a new roof, steeple renovation, painting, and minor 
repairs. In the next two years, maintenance and repair projects 
will include repairing and reglazing the windows, replacing the 
rotted sills on the facade, and supporting the purlin joists under 
the floor of the sanctuary. 


All are welcome to attend Sunday services or visit the 
church by appointment. For more information, please contact

Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust 2019 Annual Report 


he mission of the Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust (Ausbon Sargent) is to protect the 

rural landscape of the 12 towns of the Mt. Kearsarge/Ragged/Lake Sunapee region. This 
area comprises the towns of Andover, Bradford, Danbury, Goshen, Grantham, New London, 
Newbury, Springfield, Sunapee, Sutton, Warner, and Wilmot. Since our founding in 1987, 
Ausbon Sargent has completed 151 projects and protected 11,859 acres — including 16 working 
farms and over eight miles of lake frontage. All of these conservation lands must provide for 
some public benefit and two-thirds of these properties offer public access. 


Quality of life is very important to the residents of New Hampshire and the state consistently 
ranks in the top ten as one of the best places to live in the United States. Contributing to this 
ranking are our clean water, scenic places and outdoor recreation. Open spaces also contribute 
significantly to the economic well-being of the State and our communities. 


During 2019 Ausbon Sargent completed three projects representing just over 381 acres in the 
towns of Sunapee and Sutton. In early 2020, additional projects in the towns of Grantham, 
Wilmot, Bradford, Andover, Warner, Sunapee and New London will close and/or progress 
towards closure. Our website (www.ausbonsargent.org) indicates which of the land trust’s 
protected properties have trails open to the public for hiking, cross-country skiing and 
snowshoeing, and includes both trail maps and driving directions. For information on all Ausbon 
Sargent’s protected properties, please visit our website, and join our email list. Find us on 
Instagram and be sure to “Like” us on Facebook! 


The year 2019 began with a snowshoe hike in Grantham on the Sawyer Brook Headwaters 
property and returned to the same property in August for one of our popular Dragonfly Walks. A 
second Dragonfly Walk was held at the Esther Currier Low Plain Natural Area in New London. 
Also, in New London, a full moon snowshoe hike was held on the popular Clark Lookout Trail, 
yielding an amazing view from the top. Other traditional hikes were held in Bradford at the 
Bradford Bog, in Goshen on the “Wayne’s Woods” property, and from “Coco’s Path” to the 
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“Spofford” property in New London. We collaborated with the Abbott Library in Sunapee for a 
birding presentation and hike on the Frank Simpson Reserve. In addition to our ever-popular 
fundraising events such as the Progressive Dinner in July and the Holiday Party in December, we 
held workshops on conservation options for landowners, and on becoming an easement monitor. 
A presentation on black bear behavior, featuring world-renowned speaker and expert, Ben 
Killham, was a popular event, drawing over 180 people. As you can see, we offer many 
opportunities to get out to learn, hike, and get involved in our mission to protect the rural 
landscape of our region. We hope you will all come out at some point to take advantage of our 
workshops, or to experience 
the beauty of some of these 
special places for yourselves. 


Ausbon Sargent is 
pleased to have over 200 
volunteers providing year- 
round support for easement 
monitoring, committee 
assignments and clerical 
work. This June we hosted a 
Volunteer Recognition Party 
at the Lake Sunapee 
Protective Association’s 
Knowlton House in Sunapee 

Sahler Conservation Easement, Wilmot Harbor as a thank-you to 

these loyal and talented 

volunteers. We are grateful to have so many giving members who provide financial support and 
the countless hours which have assured our success. If you would like to join us in our work to 
protect these special places, there are many ways to get involved: you could become a 
conservation easement donor, volunteer your time to the organization, encourage the town 
officials throughout our twelve town region to conserve our rural character by supporting land 
conservation, and if you are not already, please consider becoming a member of Ausbon Sargent. 


It has always been a pleasure to work with the Town of Wilmot and the Wilmot Conservation 
Commission. We look forward to future events, collaborations and land projects in Wilmot!

Kearsarge Area Council on Aging, Inc.

eae in 1992, the Kearsarge Area Council on Aging (COA) has become an important 
social service organization dedicated to meeting the needs of our communities’ seniors, and 
their families, friends, and neighbors. The mission of COA is to promote, develop, and reinforce 
programs that support and enhance the health, well-being, dignity, and independence of older 
people in the nine towns we serve in the greater Kearsarge area. 

COA 1s a focal point for many area adults 
who depend on us to help support their 
independence, help them find their sense of 
purpose, and provide the opportunity for seniors 
to help seniors through our many volunteer 
opportunities. 

2019 was another transformational year for 
COA, as we made major progress in completing 
our strategic plan. Our goal is to meet the 
emerging needs of our seniors. This was our 
third year of our current plan and we are nearing 
completion. In April 2019 we relocated our staff 

: Ena to the upstairs of our building to optimize the 
space for programming ae services. This was the most cost-effective way to enhance our space. 
We have begun addressing our HVAC needs. We painted our building and paved our driveway. 

Perhaps the most critical service we provide is our transportation program. We provide safe 
transportation, door to door, as far north as Dartmouth-Hitchcock Medical Center and as far 
south as Concord Medical Center. We currently have 61 volunteer drivers and 143 
transportation clients. Last year, we provided 753 rides, covering more than 27,000 miles, with 
our drivers logging 1,604 hours. We service seniors, without regard to race, gender, disability, 
religion, or financial capacity to obtain needed services. (In cases where riders require 
substantial assistance, as with wheelchair bound clients, and we cannot properly transport them, 
we do our best to refer those riders to pay-for-service providers. ) 

COA’s program numbers continued to be impressive in 2018 (2019 data not yet available). 
We provided more than 60 exciting and vibrant programs, services, and activities for our more 
than 2,300 members, evidenced by more than 15,000 participation units. (Participation units are 
defined as the number of times a person engages with COA’s programs, services, and/or 
activities. ) 

We continue to run the second largest free mobility lending program in the state. We are 
proud to be able to help our friends and neighbors with durable medical equipment. 

We remain grateful for our town partners, volunteers, members, donors, business sponsors, 
and staff for their help and support what continues to lead to high levels of health and well-being 
for its senior neighbors.

()" behalf of the staff and volunteers of Lake Sunapee Region VNA & Hospice (LSRVNA), thank 
you for the opportunity to provide home health, hospice, personal care and community health 

programs in Wilmot. Our core mission to provide care in home and community settings and enable 
people to stay in their homes for as long as possible has not wavered, even as health care continues to 
change and become more complex. 


In 2019 LSRVNA continued to provide comprehensive services, regardless of individual insurance 
coverage or ability to pay, in Wilmot and in more than 30 other local towns. Because our population 
continues to age rapidly the demand for our vital care is only increasing. At the same time the available 
workforce is shrinking. This “perfect storm” requires us to dedicate significant resources to recruit and 
retain quality staff in order to meet the growing need in this highly competitive environment. Put simply, 
our most precious resource is our people - the dedicated caregivers who strive to improve lives 365 days 
a year. I am proud to report that, for the 12-month period ending September 30, 2019, LSRVNA served 
residents of Wilmot in the following ways: 


e Provided nursing, therapy and in-home supportive care to 50 residents; 

e Provided free or reduced fee in-home nursing, therapy and social work visits to residents. Visits 
were also provided under various Medicaid programs (NH Medicaid reimburses at less than 60% 
of visit costs); 

e Residents received visits through our hospice program and were able to live their life as they 
wished at home. Their families are provided 14 months of bereavement support and counseling 
after the death of their loved one, at no cost; 

e Residents benefited from our Palliative Care program, overseen by a physician and dedicated to 
specialized care that focuses on the navigation of chronic or serious illnesses with an emphasis 
on symptom management and personal goals; 

e Residents utilized our foot care, flu and blood pressure clinics as well as bereavement and other 
support groups; 

e Residents attended our Good Day Respite program, offering socialization for individuals with 
mild to moderate Alzheimer’s and other forms of dementia or memory less. 

e Residents benefited from our “Ounce of Prevention” program, which offers free home visits to 
begin a conversation about how to keep people safe and independent in their home. 


Our competent and compassionate staff remains dedicated to quality of life for each patient and to the 
overall wellness of our community. Please do not hesitate to contact me if there is any way we may be of 
service to you, your loved ones or your town’s residents. Our vision to be the leading provider of home 
care and hospice in the region, to be the best place to work and volunteer, and to remain an enduring 
presence is only possible with support and confidence such as yours.

AX we began our next century of service to the community, we continued to take steps to 
ensure we are providing high-quality, safe and compassionate care for our patients and their 
families. Some measures were clearly visible with the incorporation of new services, while 
others were more behind-the-scenes, such as facility and system upgrades. All these efforts 
required a tremendous number of hours from a dedicated staff committed to the future of New 
London Hospital and the communities we serve. Below are just some of our 2019 
accomplishments which emphasize our commitment to deliver the best care available. 


Specialty Services and Providers 


The launch of Dartmouth-Hitchcock Orthopaedics at New London Hospital in October is an 
example of the continued strength of our strategic relationship with Dartmouth-Hitchcock Health 
(D-HH) which enables us to provide academic-level care locally from providers credentialed at 
both NLH and Dartmouth-Hitchcock Medical Center (DHMC). This service provides access to 
appointments and many surgical procedures at NLH. 


In the summer, we introduced NLH 
Ophthalmology, as we joined forces with one 
of the leaders in the region for 
ophthalmology care, Dr. Greg Barban. We 
were also thrilled to add ophthalmologist Dr. 
Patrick Morhun to the team as he was just 
named as one of NH Magazine’s Top 
Doctors for the third year in a row and 
continues to perform cataract surgeries here 
at NLH. 


2 We are pleased to welcome back Dr. Lori 
Richer mine with the mariner of palliative care services. Dr. Richer, formerly a primary care 
physician, now serves as the Director of Palliative Care and recently completed her fellowship in 
Hospice and Palliative Care at DHMC. Along with providing inpatient services at NLH, Dr. 
Richer will be working with the Lake Sunapee Region VNA and Hospice providing home 
service. 


We were also pleased to welcome Nicole Poudrette, APRN to our Newport Health Center. 
Nicole joins a team devoted to meeting the needs of the greater Newport community. 


Recognition 


We are grateful for the efforts of our wellness and employee activity committees for our 
employees and the community. It comes as no surprise, that our Vice President of Wellness and 
Population Health, Catherine Bardier was recently elected Chair of the Governor’s Council on 
Physical Activity and Health. Her commitment to provide the resources and programs that make 
a difference was recently acknowledged again. For the fourth year in a row, NLH achieved the 
American Heart Association’s Workplace Health Index Gold Level Award for taking significant 
steps to build a culture of health in the workplace. 
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It was also another big year for us at the New Hampshire Hospital Association Annual 
Meeting as Dr. Andrew Torkelson, cardiologist, received the New Hampshire Hospital 
Association Outstanding Medical Staff of the Year Award. Chris Cundy was recognized for 
excellence in hospital governance with the outstanding Trustee of the Year Award and Bruce 
King received their Lifetime Achievement Award. 


In July, NUH Emergency Medical Services received the American Heart Association’s 
Mission: Lifeline EMS Silver Award for implementing quality improvement measures for the 
treatment of patients who experience severe heart attacks. A couple months later during our 14" 
Annual Benefit, close to 200 attendees helped raise enough funds for the hospital to purchase 
four Lucas Chest Compression Devices for each of our ambulances. These automated CPR units 
improve the quality of chest compressions during critical live-saving situations and allow first 
responders to attend to the patients’ other needs during an emergency. 


Financial Performance 


The New London Hospital was able to produce a small positive financial gain from our 
operational results for the year. Thanks to our on-going community support we also experienced 
positive results from our non-operating revenue. These overall results have yielded a stronger 
balance sheet and improved positive cash position at year end.

niversity of New Hampshire (UNH) Cooperative Extension serves residents in each of 

Merrimack County’s 27 towns with diverse programming through 4-H, Nutrition 

Connections, Food & Agriculture, Community & Economic Development, Natural 
Resources, and Youth & Family Resiliency. Extension is the public outreach arm of the 
university, bringing information and education into New Hampshire’s towns, helping to make 
individuals, businesses, and communities more successful and keeping New Hampshire’s natural 
resources healthy and productive. 


Our Mission 


UNH Cooperative Extension strengthens people and communities in New Hampshire by 
providing trusted knowledge, practical education and cooperative solutions. 


Our work for Merrimack County 


Merrimack County Extension staff brings the research and knowledge of the university to 
county residents through hands-on workshops, site visits, conferences, phone consultations, 
printed materials, online resources, a statewide toll-free info line, and through strategic 
partnerships. 


This year, UNH Cooperative Extension trained and supported 516 volunteers in Merrimack 
County. These volunteers contributed 27,735 hours of their time to extentd the reach of our 
programs as 4-H leaders, master gardeners, wildlife coverts, community tree stewards, water 
quality monitors, marine docents, and others. 


Food & Agriculture: We support the county’s agricultural industries, including producers 
of fruits, vegetables, ornamental plants, and livestock, through workshops and trainings, 
diagnostic services, applied research, and one-on-one consultations. This year, 2,652 Merrimack 
County citizens attended training in livestock management, crop production, safe food handling, 
pest management, agricultural marketing, farm business management, water quality protection, 
and more. 


Our team of specialists and volunteers also provide education and technical assistance to 
home gardeners and citizens through seminars, publications, and through our Education Center 
Infoline. This year, Education Center Infoline volunteers answered 401 inquiries from 
Merrimack County residents, and the county’s 60 active Master Gardeners contributed 958 
volunteer hours through garden-focused projects, displays, and presentations, contributing an 
estimated value of $23,950. 


The Food and Agriculture Program provides support for the state’s agricultural and 
horticultural industries through direct one-on-one consultation and through targeted 
programming. This year, 150 farm visits with one-on-one consultations were conducted, while 
612 individuals received consultation through email, phone conversations and in-office visits. 
The Merrimack County Food and Agriculture Field Specialist collaborated with Extension 
colleagues and county partners to win approximately $18,000 in grant funding to support field 
research and educational outreach projects in Merrimack County. 


Natural Resources: Managing and protecting New Hampshire’s natural resources is critical 
to our environment, quality of life, and tourism industry, as well as for current and future 
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economic opportunities. Our natural resources team provides research, education, and 
stewardship throughout the state with a “boots on the ground” approach, extending state-wide 
programs in forestry and wildlife, natural resource development, land and water conservation, 
and marine fisheries. This year, 911 Merrimack County residents received one-on-one education 
from woodlot visits, telephone calls, and email correspondence. 


At least 935 county residents participated in many educational events: emerald ash borer 
educational workshops, geospatial technology training (GIS), New Hampshire Maple, New 
Hampshire Land Trust Coalition work, Saving Special Places Land Conservation conference, 
Speaking for Wildlife talks, Stewardship Network, woodlot visits, and forest management 
services. Volunteers from the New Hampshire Coverts project and the Natural Resource 
Stewards program contributed nearly 3,838 hours conserving and managing natural resources in 
Merrimack County. 


Community and Economic Development: The Community and Economic Development 
(CED) team provides programming and technical assistance to communities, businesses, and 
nonprofit organizations around New Hampshire. The CED team’s work focuses on revitalizing 
main streets, retaining and growing local businesses, supporting entrepreneurs and innovators, 
improving quality of life, and leveraging tourism and the recreation economy. Central to the 
CED team’s work is engaging individuals from throughout the community in developing a 
vision, designing an approach, and moving to action. 


In 2019, the Community and Economic Development team worked with Merrimack County 
towns including Northfield, Pittsfield, Hopkinton, New London, Bradford, and Concord. The 
CED team worked with Pittsfield on creating a plan for downtown revitalization, including 
applying for a successful U.S. Department of Agriculture Rural Business Development Grant 
that will improve the facades of a number of downtown businesses. The CED team implemented 
a Community Profile and Business Retention and Expansion program in Northfield. The CED 
team is currently working with the community to leverage the recreation economy, build out 
business resources and improve key areas of the community. 


4-H/Youth & Family: Preparing youth to become caring and productive citizens is critical 
to New Hampshire’s future. The research-based education and information we provide enhances 
the leadership and decision-making skills of New Hampshire’s youth and strengthens families. 
We provide educational resources for parents, families, and communities serving volunteers and 
professionals through innovative programs through creative delivery methods, including web- 
based outreach, e-newsletters and train-the-trainer programs. Merrimack County youth and 
volunteers participated in many 4-H youth development programs, including State and County 
Activities Days, Eastern States Exposition activities and competition, Teen Conference, county 
and state animal science shows, Barry Conservation Camp, Hopkinton State Fair, volunteer 
screening and training, and youth leadership/youth voice workshops. Merrimack County 
residents also participated in afterschool professional workshops, farm to school days, military 
family events and camps. 


Nutrition Connections: This is a no-cost, hands-on nutrition education program that 
provides limited-resource families the knowledge and skills they need for better health. In 
Merrimack County, 130 adults received nutrition education, either in a series or a single session. 
Nutrition Connections also reached 446 children in local schools and Head Starts. In addition, 
two school districts received assistance with their school wellness committees and assistance 
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with updating and implementing their local school wellness policies. Three schools enrolled in 
the Smarter Lunchroom Movement, a program that is dedicated to providing schools with the 
knowledge, motivation, and resources needed to build a lunchroom environment that makes 
healthy food choices the easy choice. Nutrition Connections worked with six food pantries by 
providing resources such as recipes, taste testing, and food demos. All of these programs help 
participants make healthier food choices. 


Youth & Family Resiliency: Melissa Lee came on board in September 2019 and will 
provide information, programs and training grounded in research to help young people and their 
families succeed and thrive, such as Youth Mental Health First Aid Training. Melissa is working 
collaboratively with schools and public health partners to increase prevention and early 
intervention for mental health and wellness and substance misuse in communities.

erving 27 communities in Grafton, Sullivan and Merrimack Counties, since 1963 the Upper 

Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission (UVLSRPC) has been providing 
professional planning assistance to municipal boards, along with inter-municipal planning, 
liaison between local and state/federal agencies, and assistance on development, public health, 
and environmental issues. 


Highlights of our work and accomplishments in 2019 


It was a successful year for UVLSRPC. We were awarded a $300,000 Brownfields 
Assessment Grant from US EPA. We will spend the next three years identifying properties in our

We were also awarded $174,528 
from USDA to complete a variety of 
tasks. The most visible and popular of 
these tasks is our household hazardous 
_ waste collections. In perhaps a first for 
this organization we will be creating a

We continue to be active and productive with our transportation work as well. The contract 
we have with the N.H. Department of Transportation allows us to perform very specific work for 
our communities. In 2019 we completed Road Surface Management Systems analysis for the 
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towns of Hanover and Grantham. We performed culvert and stream crossing assessments for 
Hanover and the Baker River Watershed in the northern part of our region. 


Our NHDOT contract funds our traffic counts. In 2019 we conducted over 120 counts 
throughout our region. NHDOT also supports much of our traffic engineering time. We are 
developing Regional Transportation Corridor Plans for eight distinct corridors in our particular. 
This corridor-based approach will allow our staff to work closely with local officials to conduct 
public outreach and to develop a comprehensive list of needed improvements and 
implementation strategies. 


Finally, NHDOT funds our Transit Assistance programming. We work with Advance Transit 
and Southwestern Community Services to survey passengers and to help evaluate service and 
route options. 


We were very busy last year providing circuit rider services. Springfield, New London, 
Orford, Wilmot, and New London all contracted for either weekly or monthly services. 
Charlestown, Claremont and Enfield hired us to fill in as they searched for a new planner. 
Claremont also hires UVLSRPC to assist in GIS work for both public works and planning and 
development departments. 


We successfully formed our new non-profit, the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional 
Planning Foundation. The non-profit’s sole focus is to support the work of UVLSRPC. We 
expect the non-profit to provide another source of revenue, one that is not solely dependent on 
government funding. 


In conclusion, we launched Keys To The Valley, and our bi-state multi-region housing needs 
assessment campaign. We are working with Two Rivers Ottauquechee and Southern Windsor 
County in Vermont to gain a better understanding of why it is so challenging to develop housing 
in our region and prepare workable solutions that make sense for communities of every size and 
make-up. This work will require a lot of community engagement and participation. I encourage 
you to visit www.keystothevalley.com for frequent updates or if you would like to participate in 
some manner.

t has been a privilege to represent the residents of the town of Wilmot on the KRSD School 

Board for the past 10 years. I have witnessed, assisted, created, supervised many plans, 
personnel changes, capital improvement projects, and have debated many policies and 
educational systems. But most importantly, I have watched this school district dedicate itself to 
educating all of our learners by creating experiences for every student that enable them to 
graduate from Kearsarge Regional High School prepared for college, the work force, and to live 
as independent, responsible adults in our society. 


At the opening meeting for staff and faculty, every year, the superintendent announces the 
“word of the year.” The word for the 2018-19 school year was “Engage” and the word for the 
2019-20 school year is “Commit.” These words help to guide the work of the district. The district 
dedicated itself to many initiatives for the 2018-19 school year, some of which are always part of 
every year’s work, some of which we are still focusing on in the 2019-20 current school year.

Budget increases have been related to the usual salary, special 
education, health insurance, and New Hampshire retirement contributions. Please feel free to 
attend a school board meeting.
